AFGHANISTAN, 
SHERE ALI’S REPLY. 
Lonnox, Nov. 20.—An important dispatch 
received vesterday at the India Oilice is be- 
lieved to be Shere All’s reply to the Viceroy’s 
ultimatum. The ladian Council was immedi- 
ately summoned. The result of the conference 
will be laid before the Cabinet this afternoon. 
AN APVANCE ORDERED. 
Lowvon, Nov. 20.—This morning’s 


announces that no reply to the British ultima- 


tum has been received from the Ameer of Af- 
ghanistan, and orders accordingly have been 
sent to India for the troops to advance. 

The Standard adds: Ihe Cabinet council 
which was held yesterday adjourned, after a 
protracted sitting, uotil to-morrow, but the de- 


cision arrived at dispels all doubt. We are con- 


sequently engaged ina war with Afghanistan, 
which has been forced {upon us by Russian in- 
treue and the evil effects of our past political 
policy.” 

VIGOROUS MBASURES UNAVOIDABLE. 

A Lahore dispatch says the Government was 
preparing a proclamation which was to be issued 
Wednesday (yesterday), showing that vigorous 
measures were unavoidable.

f NO ESCAPE. ~ 


The Post in its leading editorial says: When 
it became evident some days ago that the 
Amecr intended to persevere in his dis- 
damtul reticence, tae frontier‘ commanders 
received orders to be in readiness to commence 
operations this morning.. The simple duty of 
yesterday’s Cabinet council was to learn wheth- 
er any change in the Ameer’s attitude would 
necessitate aiteration in these mstructions. As 
the Ameer had sent no reply, it only remained 
for the troops to execute the original orders. 
The advance has probably begun.“ 

The Times in its leader says: ** The ultimatum 
has been refused. The result we believe is that 
the issue has now been left in Lord Lytton's 
hands. We may expect to hear in a few bours 
what action he intends totake. He will proba- 
bly occupy Khyber and Khurum Passes, and 
make some advance with the Quettah column. 

THE COMPLICATIONS. 

Lonpon, Nov. 20.—The Government has pub- 
lished along dispatch from Lord Cranbrook, 
Secretary of State for india, to Lord Lytton, 
Viceroy of India, recapitulating the negotiations 
with Afghanistan. The dispatch traces the first 
estrangement between England and the Ameer 
of Afghanistan, and tbe refusal of the Gladstone 
Government in 1878 to give a definite answer as 
to how far they would help bim if he was 
threatened by Russia. The dispatch points out 
that on the accession of the present Government 
the relations of Eogland with Afghanistan had 
to be considered with reference to the rapid 
march of events in Turkistan. Consequently, 
when Lord Lytton was sent to India he was in- 
structed to offer the Ameer the protection he 
previously solicited, namely, substantial pe- 
euniary aid, recognition of his dynasty, and 
pledge of material support against unprovoked 
foreign aggression, conditionally upon the 
Ameer allowing the British Government to 
have access to positions in his territory (except 
Cabul) where they could acquire trustworthy 
intelligence of events likely to threaten the tran- 
quillity and indepeadence of Afghanistan. Such 
access Was necessary as a substantial proof of 
the unity of the Ameer’s interests with those 
of Great Britain. 

The dispatch then narrates the abortive end- 
ing of the missions of Col. Sir Lewis Pelly and 
Gen. Sir Neville Coamberlain, which were un- 
dertaken in pursuance of these instructions, 
and shows that the latter was suggested by 
Lord ‘Lytton, who thought after the ostenta- 
tious reception of the Russian mission the policy 
of inaction was no longer tenabie, and that ro- 
fusal of tne Ameer to receive the British mis- 
sion was improbable, and would be inexcusable. 

The dispatch concludes by stating the terms 
of the ultimatum, namely: A fuli and suita- 
ble apology within a given time, with the recep- 
tion of a vermanent British mission, and am- 
nesty to the tribes who escorted the British en- 
voys. 

ADVANCING. 

Lonpon, Nov. 20.—A ‘dispatch dated Pesha- 
wur, Nov. 20, says: Traveling from Thull 
yesterday I passed the Khurum force advanc- 
ing. Tuirty miles of the road was covered with 
tro@Ds, clephants, camels, aud cattle. The 
Peshawer force is marching on Jumrood. The 
Ameer is again spreading the report that the 
Russians will defend Candahar.”’ 


THE EAST. 
MORE FAVORABLY REGARDED. 

Lonpon, Nov. 20.—A correspondent at Pesth 
says the Turks are regarding more favorably the 
Russian proposition that the Sultan should rec- 
ognize the validity of the San Stefano treaty 
stipulations not abrogated by the treaty of Ber- 
lin. 

THE MACEDONIAN INSURRECTION.

Sandoz & Fischbacner, 
The author, M. Paul Stapfer, a Professor of Lit- 
erature at Grenoble, bas ransacked and exa.nined 
all the possible sources of Shakspeare’s informa- 
tion about antiquity. ‘though there is much ia 
the book that will be familiar to English read- 
ers, the general treatment is novel, and the re- 
sults of the researches of the English end Ger- 
mau students of our great poet are summarized 
with all the neatness of a French critic. 

The Cologne Gazette publishes a few figures 
from a report on the late elections published by 
the National Liberal Committee. The number 
ot votes given was dreater at the last election 
than at the preceding one—viz., in January, 
Is77—by 266,000, a number considerably ex- 
ceeding the increase in the total votes 
of the country since the ist of January 
last. In Berlin 153,100 votes this year, 
against only 89,800 at the previous election, 
The number of the Social votes given there rose 
froin 28,100 to 57,500. The whole force of the 
Socialists numbers 415,400 votes, which is, how- 
ever, 65,500 less than their muster last year. In 
Hamburg and the Kingdom of Saxony also there 
has been an increase of Social votes. Of the 
different parties. the National Liberals lost most 
votes, their falling off amounting to 11}¢ per 
cent. Tue Progress party lost 84¢ per cent of 
votes. Their falling<oif is not, however, gen 
eral, for in Prussia they had a gain of 20,000 
votes. Of the Conservatives, the imperial party 
obtained a rise of 63 per cent, and the pure Con- 
servatives 46 per cent. 

The German papers quote some statistics com- 
paring the proportion of married persons in the 
populations of the different countries of Europe. 
Germany ranks only seventhin the list. To 10,- 
000 souls in each country, there are in Hungary 
6,475; in France, 5,566; in England and Wales, 
5.308: in Austria, 5,271; ; in Italy, 5,270; in Den- 
mark, 5,191; in Germany, 5,107; in ‘Norway, 
5,065; in Sweden, 4,952; in the — 7 ngs 

4,948: in Scotland, 4,678; in Belgium, 4,634; 
1 4,582; and in Ireland, 4, 313. 

The Frankfurter Zetung announces that all 
Frankfort is talking of a new case of bank 
robbery. days ago Herr Jacob 
Franck, vf the firm of the 
same name, committed suicide. The firm was 
known to have been for some time on the 
dechne. His suicide was followed by that of a 
clerk of the Frankfurter Bank, named Haber- 
mehl. It now apocars that last week 200,000 
marks of Wurtemberg 444 per cent stock 
passed through the bank to Franck. The 
packet was, however, returned apparently un- 
opened, but, on opening it, it was found that 
the papers bad been abstracted ; und on mak- 
ing inquiries the discovery was made that 
Habermeh! was concerned in the affair. and had 
been misappropriating other sums to the extent 
of some 200,000 marks. The case has been 
placed in the hands of the law, and a number 
of arrests bave been made. Of the 200,000 
marks of Wurtemberg papers 100,090 marks 
have been recovered.

GREAT BRITAIN. 
THE GLASGOW SHAREHOLDERS’ RELIEF FUND. 
By Cable to New York Heraid. 

Giaseow, Nov. 21.—The subscriptions raised 
for the relief of the impoverished shareholders 
of the City of Glasgow Bank have reached the 
sum of £250,000. Of this sum, Glasgow has 
contributed £148,000; Edinburg, £60,000; 
Paisley, £11,000; and Greenock, £8,000. 

At a meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the Fund, held last evening, it was decided 
that an appeal should be telegraphed to St. An- 
drew’s Clubs in India, Australia, Canada, and 
the United States for assistance, and asking 
mem to make a special collection for that pur- 
pose on St. Andrew’s Day, Nov. 30, for the re- 
lief of the distressed shareholders. 

APPALLING DESTITUTION.

Hundreds exist in tenements 
without clothing or furniture, all having been 
sold or payned to procure food.

ITALY. 
PASSANANTE,. 

Romg, Noy. 20.—Passanante, the would-be 
assassin of King Humbert, manifested the most 
perfect unconcerp and brutal self-essurance at 
his preliminary examination. When the magis- 
trate expressed his horror at the deed, the pris- 
oner said: It seems to me yon are getting too 
exeited. On being asked if he had not ob- 
served that the peopie would have torn him to 
vieces but for the police, he .replicd: The 
people are fools; they always act that way.“ 

To the question whether he had intended to 
kill the King or merely wound him, he an- 
swered, My intention was to finish him.” He 
said he was neither an Internationalist nor a 
Socialist; that he did not know the meaning of 
those words.

ENGLAND AND FRANCE. 
THE MISUNDERSTANDING ON THE BASTERN QUES- 

TION EXPLAINED—FRANCE SPEAKS PLAINLY— 

THE ANGLO-TURKISH CONVENTION, CYPRUS, 

EGYPT, AND LEBANON. 

Some interesting diplomatic correspondence 
has recently been published in an Tuglisn Par- 
liamentary paper which throws considerable 
light on the misunderstanding between England 


w (Scotland) 


and France with regard to the Anglo-Turkish | 
Convention, the occupation of Cyprus, and the 


danger of English influence becoming para- 
mount in Egypt. Lord Salisbury, in a commu- 
nication addressed to M. Waddington, dated 
July 1, after admitting England’s isolation in 
Europe and the danger to her Asiatic posses- 
sious, says. 

On the other hand, ber Majesty's Government 
could not leave Western Asia iying unprotected at 
the feet of Russia. ‘The prestige of her victories, 
proclaimed bv the conquest and retention of so 
weil known a fortress as Kars, would have an- 
nounced her to the Mesopotamian and other Asiatic 
populations as the coming Power, and the existing 
Government would have lost all hond on their hopes 
and fears. The disintegration and practical absorp- 
tion of the countries lying between the sea and the 
Persian frontier must have inevitably followed. 
The interest of England in the maintenance of the 
political status quo in those countries is too great 
to allow ber Majesty's Government to 
acquiesce in such à result. They have, 
therefore, thought it necessary to undertake 
the onerous obligation of a defensive alli- 
ance with Turkey if ussia should at- 
tempt to extend her annexations beyond the front- 
jers which the present negotiations will assign. 
Her Majesty's Government cannot perform this en- 
gagement from such a distance as Maita. The ex- 
perience of the present war has convinced them 
that. under tae existing conditions of warfare, 
such a task would be almost impossible. The 
Sultan has, therefore, assigned to England the 
island of Cyprus, to be occupied and administered 
by the British Government during such time as 
the defensive alliance shall last. Her Majesty's 
Government have further made an agreement, of 
which Ialso inclose a copy, that whenever Russia 
shall, from whatever reason, return to her Asiatic 
frontier, as it existed before the last war, they 
will immediately evacuate the island, and that im- 
mediately they will annuaily pay the Sultan what- 
ever is ascertained to be the surplus of revenue 
over expenditure. 

MIND&*UL OF FRENCH FEELING. 

Your Excellency is well aware that the advice 
has been from various quarters repeatedly pressed 
upon her Majesty's Government to occupy Egypt. 
or at least to take the borders of the Suez Canal. 
Such an operation might not have been at variance 
with English interests. and would have presented 
no material difficulties. but this policy has never 
deen entertained by her Majesty's Government. 
We had received an intimation from tne French 
Government thatany such proceedi would be 
very unwelcome to the French people, and we 
could not but feel the reasonableness of their ob- 
jection under existing circumstances. Her Majes- 
ty’s Government have constantly turned a deaf ear 
to all suggestions of that kind. They have hke- 
wise been recommended to occupy some port on 
the coast of Syria, such as Alexandretia, but they 
felt that, however carefully guarded, such à pro- 
ceeding might, in the present temper of 
men’s minds, be construed as indicating an 
intention to acquire territory on the mainiand of 
Western Asia, and they did not desire to be sus- 

cted of designe which are whollv absent from 
their thoughts. They have, tbercfore, preferred 
to accept from the Sultan the provisional occupa- 
tion of a position less advantageous indeed, ut 
still sufficient for the purpose, and not exposed to 
the inconveniences I have mentioned. How long 
the occupation will continue it is impossible to 
foresee: but her Majesty's Government are not 
without hope that Russian statesmen will in due 
time satisfy thémeelves that the territory they 
have acquired is costly and unproductive, will 
recognize the futility of any plans which in any 
quarters nay have beea formed for making it a 
stepping-stone to further conquests, and wil 
abandon it asa useless acquisition. In that case 
our raison d'etre at Cyprus will be at an end, and 
we shall retire. 

M. WADDINGTON’S REPLY. 

M. Waddington’s reply was dated July 21, and 
communicated by the Marquis d’Harcourt ‘July

THE EGYPTIAN QUESTION. 

Lord Salisbury in his reply, which is dated

friendly character, for it bas always been the earn- 
est desire of her Majesty’s Government to work 
cordially with that or France in promoting the de- 
velopment of Egyptian resources. Engiand has a 
special tie to Egypt, because it is the highway to 
her Eastern possessions; but the great economical 
and philanthropic objects which Europcan diplo- 
macy is pee in tnat country interest France 
and England in an equal degree. Neither Power 
desires to estab any territorial scttlement in

Both desire the 
stability aud flrmness of nie rule; at the 
game time that both are urging with 
earnestness the prosecution of thuse reforms 
which alone can rescue his people from 
misery and his finance from its present condition 
of profound embarrassment. The Englisa 
agent has constantiy been instructed tiiat it is the 
earnest desire of her Majesty's Government to 
work heartily in co-operation with that of France, 

and this wish has influenced their pojicy, soue- 
times even to the prejudice of other important 
considerations. They were earnestly dissuaded by 
some oi the authorities vest acquainted with the 
circumstances from joining with the French Goy- 
ernment in 1 that the coupons of last May 
should be paid in full; but they preferred to risk 
the evil consequences which were precictec, and 
appeared not improbable, rather toan part com- 
pany with France in.the matter. There appears to 
be no danger of any misunderstanding between the 
two Powers upon this question. The common ob- 
ject of both is that the Khedive's dynasty mav en- 
aure, that his people may prosper, and that his 
debts may be paid. In their sucere co-operation, 
free on both sides from any ulterior designs of ter- 
ritorial ac,uisition, lies the only hope of enduring 
pros perity and 1 for Egypt.

Before the passage of the act of June 20, 1874, 
no National bank could reduce its circulation and 
take up its bonds except by returning a propor- 
tionate amount of its own cirenlating-notes, and 
these were usually dificult to obtain; and-prior to 
the act of Jan. 14, 1875, the total amount of cir- 
culation authorized to be issued was limited to 354 
millions. But these acts provided both for a ro- 
duction of circulation and withdrawal of bonds at 
the pleasure of the banks, upon a deposit by them 
of lawful money in sums of not less than $0,000, 
and for an fssue of bank-notes to any association 
organized in conformity with law. Under the law, 
then, as it now stands, any number of persons not 
less than five, in any part of the country, who to- 
getber may have $50.000 of capital at command, 
may Organize a National bank and receive circn- 

notes equal in amount to 90 percent of such 
capital, the law discriminating in the latter respect 
only against the large institutions, no bank — 
the passage of the act of July 12, 1870. being en- 
titled to circulation in excess of $500,000. A 
bank having a capital between 3300. 000 and 
$1, 000, 000 can receive in circulating- notes but 80 
— cent thereon; if between $1,000,000 and

These State aud private banks are located in all the 
principal cities and villages of the country, and it 
8 to be presumed that if the privilege of issuing 
circu.ating-notes were so great as it is persistently 
claimed to be these associations and individuals, 
who are already engaged in the business of bank- 
ing, and whe are free to enter the National Sys- 
tem. would hasten to organize under that system.

As the 
33, 700 banks and bankers mentioned stil) continue 
to transact their business as State or private insti- 
tutions, it seems very clear that this annual profit 
of $2,500 only, upon a capital of $100, 000 does 
not present to them, or any of them, a sufficient 
inducement vo transfer their ousiness to the 
National system. ‘The reason is obvious. 
CAPITAL STOCK. 

One of fhe most important requirements of the 
National-Bank act is that the capital-stock of all 
institutions organized thereunder sball be fuliy 
bald in. The organization of banks without cap:- 
tal was one of the great abuses of previous banking 
systems. The history of banking in this country 
is full of instances of institutions of this character, 
which were not only permitted to receive deposits 
and transact a general banking business, but were 
authorized to issue circulating notes; and to the 
frequent failures of these associations may be at- 
tributed, in a great degree, the prejudice still ex- 
pate in this country against all oanking-corpora- 

ons. 

Tue proportion of capital. and of capital and 
surplus, to ijaoilities, is much greater in this coun- 
try than elsewhere, which 1s undoubtediy owing to 
the fact that our law requires that the full amount 
of anthorized capital shall de actually paid in. In 
England, as a rule, only a portion of the capital is 
paid in, but the sto¢kbolders are individually lia- 
ble for the fall amount of their subscriptions. This 
restricted liability is true of the limited banks 
only, the stockholders of other corporations not 
lamited being each ljabie for all of the debts of the 
corporation. 

he following table, compiled from statements 
in the London Zconomist of Oct. 19, 1878, exhib- 
its the amount of capital, reserve, and liaollitles. 
and the ratio of capital, and of capital and reserve to 
hadilitics, of 3,417 banks (141 oanks and 3,276 
branches) of the United Kingdom: 
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A comparison of this table with a similiar state - 
ment regard the National banks shows the ratio 
of capital to liabilities of the 3. 417 banks in the 
United Kingdom to be 16.78 per cent, and the ratio 
of their capital and reserve to liabilities to be 23. 07 
per cent: while tae corresponding ratios of the Na- 
tional banks are in each instance more than double 
those of the United Kingdom. In the National- 
banki system the existing ratio of capital to 
liabilities are nearly four times greater than is that 
of the 1,216 banks in England and Wales; whiie 
the ratio of the combined capital and reserve of the 
former banks to their liabilities is more than three 
times greater than that of the latter. 

CONVERTUBILITY OF THE NOTE... 

Previous to the passage of the National-bank 
act. the circulating notes of banks located eise- 
where than in New York or New Engiand were not 
redeemable except at the counters of the issuing 
banks. As only abont one-third of the circulation 
of the country consisted of New York and New En- 
giand notes, it may be said that the remaining 
two-thirds had practically no general sys- 
tem of redemption. The legislation of the New 
England States provided only for redemption at 
the counter, although what was Known as the Sar- 
folk system compciled redemption in the city of 
Boston also. Tae New York law requirea redemp- 
ton at the counter at par, and also in Now! ork, 
Albany, or Troy at M of 1 per Cent discount. The 
New England currency, therefore, consisted of un,

been 28 This number is equal to about one- 
seventh of the whole number now in operation.

516: from which it follows that for a continuous 
period of three years nearly one-tenth of the total 
capital of the National banks has been without 
profit to its owners.

PAILURE OF BANKS. 

The failures of State banks and private bankers 
in this country are known to have veen numerous 
aud frequent; but inrormation as to their mem- 
bers, or tothe consequent losses to their stock- 
holders or creditors, has not been obtainable by 
the Comptroller. The Bank Devartments of the 
different States give no information on this sub- 
ject except as to the losses upon bank currency, 
and even that information has been of a scanty 
churacter. As a rule, under the different State 
laws, the affairs of insolvent institutions have deen 
liquidated by a Receiver appointed ‘by the Court, 
and the Receiver has not reported to any State 
officer, but to the Court which appointed him. 
Full information with reference to these insolvent 
institations is therefore iu most Cases unattaina- 
bie. The losses upon currency are estimated to 
have been 5 per cent annually upon tae amount is- 
sued, oui no estimate has cver been made of the 
losses to creditors and shareholcers. Under the 
National- bank system, however, the losses as well 
as profite of each bank are reported to this office. 
If a bank becomes insolvent, the Comptroller, by 
law, appoints tne Receiver, and exercises full su- 
pervision over the closing up of its affairs. The flies 
of this office, therefore. contain a complete recora 
ot everything pertaiaing to the setticment of the 
business of such associations. The number of 
faitures of National banks, from the organization 
of the system to duly lof the present year, is six- 
ty-uine. Tae total amount of cabital of insolvent 
National banks is $16,015,100; amount of claims 
proved, $23,308,700; of dividends paid, $14, - 
010. 313; while the estimated losses are but 86, - 
415.423. Tue average number of failures during 
each of the past fifteen years has been less than 
five. and the average annual loss less than 


The City of Glasgow Bank, which recently failed 
in Scotland, had a capital and surplus of less than 
8 million dollars, and havilities of more than 50 
millien dollars. It waned to four debtors or the 
bank more than 28 million dollars, upon which 
there is a loss of more than 21 million dollars. 
the deficency in the assets ie nearly 26 million 
doilars, which ie four times the losses to all the 
creditors of National banks which have failed 
since tae organization of the system. The Bank 
Superintendent of the State of New York reports 
the habilities of twenty-two savings banks which 
have failed in that State during the last six and 
one-Half years at $12,188,777. and estimates the 
losses to their creditors at $4,303,616, which is 
more than one-tnird their entire indebtedness. 
He estimates tbe losses during the last three years 
at $3,400,000, which is more than one-half the 
estimated josses to the creditors of all the National 
banks in the United States from the beginning of 
the system until now. The losses from five State 
banks in the City of Chicago during the last two 
years, which banks were organized under special 
charters, under which nether State supervision 
nor reports were required, ix estimated to be 
$3. 819,500, on liabilities of $5,785,572. The 
ſosses from the State and savings banks of the 
country during the present year only are known to 
have been greater than the total loss resulting from 
all the failures which have occurred of National 
banking associations. The Government nas had 
laige amounts on deposit continually with a great 
number of National banks throughout the country, 
for its convenience in making disoursements, out 
bas suffered no loss during the past twelve years. 
Upon the circulaung notes of the National banks 
there has been no loss whatever. 

FUNDING TAGE NATIONAL DEBT. 

One of the chief objects in view ia tae organiza- 
tion of the Nutional system was, pot only to tur- 
nish bank-notes which were safe and convertible, 
bat to supply a steady market for and facilitate the 
negotiation of United States bonds; and there is no 
douot thnt the credit of the Government and its 
ability to borrow money at low rates of interest 
have been greatly inereased by making its bonds a 
basis for the issue of Nutional-oank notes. 

Of tae United States bunds neid bv the National 
banks on Nov. 1, 1808. and deposited with the 
Treasurer as security for their circulating notes, 
nearly three-fourths bore interest at the rate of 6 
percent. The amount of this class of bonds has 
since been gradually reduced, until it is now less 
than one-fourth of all the bonds held, while — * 
one-fourth of the whole amount bears interest 
the rate of 4½ and 4 ber cent only. About one- 
fifth of the entire isenes of the latter classes of 
bonds is now held by the National banks. 

The Government has still outstanding more than 
693 millions of 6 per cent and more than 703 
millions of 5 per cent bonds. The reduction of 
tac interest on thie amount to 4 per cent would 
save to the Government nearly 21 millions of in- 
terest annually. The funding of the 6 per cent 
ponds into 4 per cents has made rapid progress 
during the last year, and the banks have been of 
great service to the Government in this process of 
refunding, by absorbing a very considerabie part 
of tne new issues. Should the National system 
continue, there is no doubt that the present rapid 
reduction in the burden of interest will continue 
also. If the Naional-bank system is to be abol- 
ished, and an additional amount of United States 
notes is to be iseued, all hope of reducing the rate 
of interest on the public debt must be abandoned. 

The larger portion of the Sandu per cent evid- 
bearing bonds of the United States is payabie at 
tue option of the Government, and the remainder 
will be payable in 1881,--iwo years hence. As 
already statea, 21 millions yearly way be saved to 
the Government by funding tacse bonds into 4 per 
cents, while the amount which itis claimed may 
be saved by the repeal of the National-Bank act 
andthe issue of 320 millions ot unconvertidle 
Treasury notes, is 13 millions only. 

PROFIT ON CIRCULATION. 

The profit to tre National Banks derived from 
the issue of circulating notes is not great, as is 
frequently asserted, being about 2½% per cent per 
annum on the capital invested in the bonds piedged 
to secure the circulation more than could be ob- 
tained by lending the same amount of capital on 
such securities as money can be safely invested in. 

The currency value of the bonds, which repre- 
sents the amount of capital invested in them, is 
$368,534,279. if this amount of capital were 
placed at interest at 8 per cent ber annum, esti- 
mated at ‘he average rate of interest obtainable 
throughout the country, it would produce §x9, - 
482,742. The annual interest on the bonus of the 
banks amounts to $17,311.053 m gold and 
$335, 040 in currency, the total value of the inter- 
est on Nov. 1, 1878 (goid being quoted at the New 
York Stock Exchange on that date at 4 of 1 per 
cent premium), being 817, 88. 872. which is tae 
whole amount received annually by the banks; 
bath thes are required to pay into the Treasury 
of the United States a tax of 1 per sent per an- 
num upon their circulation, which, upen the 
amount issuable, is $4,144,680, the net amount 
of interest received by them is thereby reduced to 
$14, 544,692. This amount, together with the 
interest which the banks receive on tae amount of 
their circulation available tor use, gives the whole

from circulation. 

NO SAVING TO THE GOVERNMENT. 

The amount of iega!-tender notvs outstanding is 
$346, 000,000; of National-bank notes, 22. 
000,000: making a total 


Of $688, 000 000. 
That additional legai-tender notes can be con- 
stitutionally issued is at least doultfui. and 
therefore if Treasury notes shall be anbdstituted 
for the present National-oank notes they cännot 
probably be made a legal- tender in the payment of 
alldeots. ‘Two kinds of Treasury notes wil/ then 
be in circulation. one of which will be a legai- 
tender in payment of all debts, ani the other not a 
legal-tender even between National banks, as is 
now the case with National-bank notes. The full 
legal-tender notes will be of greater value than the 
other class, unless both are alike redeemable in 
gold atthe commercial centres. | 

The banks hold among their resources 800 mill- 
fons in bills receivable, and an equaily large 
amount of other assets, a large proportion of 
which is readily convertiole into money. Their 
deposits and bank balances amount to more than 
600 millions, and their circulating notes are 
promptly redeemed, with but little expense to the 
holders, through the use Of their assets, which 
represent their capital, surplus, and deposits. If 
more notes are issued to the banks than are neces- 
sary for the requirements of business, they can be 
easily retired. If a larger amount is desired, they 
can be readily obtained upon application in the 
manner provided by law. On the other hand, if the 
entire circulation of the country is to be issued by 
the Government. its amount must be fixed by Con- 
gress. and can be neither iacreased nor diminished 
except by its action. The Treasury-note repre- 
sents no business capital, and the volume of the 
currency will be controlied, not by the demands of 
business and the wants of the country, but by the 
views and action of political parties and of Con- 
greas. 

It is believed by the Comptroller that this pro- 
— substitution of Treasury notes is impractica- 

le, and that the repeal of the National- bank act 
will result, not in an additional issue of Treasury 
notes, but in the restoration of State systems eim- 
ilar to those which were previously in operation. 
Secretary Chase, in his report for 1861, said that 
the establishment of the National-baak system 
would avoid the evils of a great and sudden 
change in the currency, by offering inducements 
to solvent cxisting institutions to withdraw the 
circulation issued under State authority, and sub- 
stitute that provided by the authority of the 
Union”; 
of the existing institutions, ordered by wise legis- 
lature, the great transition from a currency hetero- 
geneous, unequal, and unsafe, to one aniform, 
equal, and safe, may be speedily and almost im- 
perceptibly accomplished. ” 

The Nationa! banks, as a class, are by no means 
enthusiasiic advocates of the national system, as 
is imphed in the assertions of those who prociaim 
that these banks Will form a combination or union 
for its defense at any hazard. The capital stock of 
the banks is distributed largely among mem ders of 
all political parties, and. as a rule, is free from 
the control of partisan influence. No formidable 
combination of National banks can be organized to 
save the National Dank act from repeal. On the 
contrary. it will be found that large numbers of 
them will quietly acquiesce in such repeal, provided 
tney shall be satigfiea that the old State systems are 
certain to be revived. Bills for the repeal of the 
act of February 3, 1865, wiaich taxed the State 
bank circulation out of existence, have béén al- 
ready introduced in Congress, speeches favoring 
this measure have, during he late canvas, been 
made by Representatives of many different States, 
and resolutions of Chambers of Commerce in many 
of the principal Southern cities ask for the repeal 
of the 10 ver cent prohibition. The Nationai- 
banking system, with its restrictions and wise 
provisions, may, under the excitementof an, un- 
founded prejudice, be destroyed, but its destruction 
will soon be followed by a revival of the old objec- 
onable State systems, with ali the evile which 
formerly accompanied them, and from which they 
are inseparable. | 

rew persons have a just conception of the many 
advantages possessed by a homogeneous currency 
fully secured, the issue of a single system, re- 
deemable ata common point, and exempt from 
the discount occasioned by an irregularity of value 
in different localities. Great pains have been 
taken to obtain an estimate of the amount of ex- 
change issued aanually upon New York by the 
Western and Southern States. The amount drawn 
upon New York alone is estimated at neariy 4 000 
millions of dollars annuaily; and it will not proo- 
ably be an exaggeration: to aay that not less than 
4,000 miilions of dollars are annually drawn in 
exchange by the West and South upon the. East. 
The amounts crawn upon each other vy the banks 
in the commercial cities and States of the East 1s 
also great. In 1850 the average cost of Southern 
and Western exchange upon New York was not 
less than from 1 to 1½ percent. If this latter 
rate should be restored, the cost of exchange mone 
would be 60 millions annually; while if tne rate 
were but ‘4 of 1 percent, which was the current 
rate in the State of New York in the vear 1860, a 
loss in exchange of 20 millions annual!v would 
ensue, to say nothing of the loss upon the issues 
of banks not organized upon correct principles. 

The Nationa! banks have neid. almost continu- 
ally, more than one-fifth of tae bonds of the United 
States, thus increasing the value of these bonds 
and the credit of the Government, so that, when 
recently retarned to us in large amounts from 
abroad, they could be taken at home without de- 
preciation, and they have also furnished a currency 
both safe and uniform. If they have received a 
profit from their circulation, the discounts and ex- 
changes and the rates of interest in most of the 
States have been reduced, and the people nave thus 
participated in that profit. Their notes are of 
equal value in every part of the Union. and the 
waole circulation of tae country, both paper and 
coin, bears the impress of the nation. The amgunt 
of coin now held by the Treasury Departmetit is 
160 miilions, and the total amount of coin and 
bullion in the country is estimated by the Director 
of the Mint at more than 358 millions. This 
amount is constantly increasing, and it ip to-day 
a solid basis“ for circulation. Congress has 
fixed the day for the restoration of the specie 
standard, and tue legislation reeded is that which 
will aot overihro’y but co-operate with the present 
well-managed monetary institutions of the cougtry 
in accomplisouing this result. When this is done 
the present banking system, if then thought deeir- 
able. may be modified without danger to the credit 
or the ousiness and commercial interests of this 
great nation. 

RESUMPTION AND RESERVE. 

The law provides that the banks of New York 
City shall hold a cash reserve of 25 per cent upon 
deposits—the banks in the principal cities an equal 
ratio of reserve, oue-nalf of which must be eld 
in the bank, and tae remainder may oe on deposit 
in New York. Ail other banks must hold a re- 
serve of 15 per cent upon deposits, two-fifths of 
which must be in lawful money, and the reniainder 
may be on deposit with banks in the reserve cities. 
Tne amouut of reserve held on the Ist day of Octo- 
ber last was greater than that required by law. | 

The amcanat of legai-tender funds held vy the 
banks in New Tork City on Oct. 1 was $50, 621. 576, 
which was 26.8 per cent upon deposits and 24.3 
per cent upon circulation and deposits. The 
amount of legal-tender reserves held by the banks 
in the principal cities, inchiging New York, was 
$U2, O34, 123, or 112. 4 per cent upon their circula- 
tion, and 23.0 per cent upon their deposits; ahd 
the total cash reserve of all the National banks was 
$142, 954, 918. or 47.3 per cent of tne circulating 
notes outstanding of the banks then in operation, 
and 21.1 per cent of their deposits. This reserve 
consisted of $30,687,200 of specie, $7,041. 571 
legal-tender notes, and $15, 205, 541 deposited in 
the ‘ireasury for the redemption of circulating 
notes, it » evident that the banks are well pre- 
pared to redeem their circulation notes in legal- 
tender notes, in accordance with law. The Na&- 
tional and State banks in New York City have al- 
ready signified their intention to co-operate wita 
tue Treasury Department in the resumption o/ 
specie-puyments, which takes place on the Lat day 
of January next, as provided by law, as may be 
seen from tae late aciion of the Clearing-Honée 
Association of that city. It is for the interest not 
oniy of the banks wit their large assets, but also 
of the depositors of 800 millions of dollars in savings 
banks, as well as depositors ia otaer bunks, to en- 
courage resumption and permaneativ fix the coin 
value of tueic deposits. The legal-tender note 
will then become a cob certidcate payable on de- 
manu at the office of the Assistant ‘Treasurer of 
„ew York, and wiil be more convenient and desir- 
able for general use than coin itself. 

The Treasury Department owns 140 millions of 
coin, equal to more that 40 per cent of the entire 
lasues of the legal-tender notes, which is availadle 
for the dedemotion of tine latter, and the banks 
hold nearly one-third of the legal-tender notes, 
It the baus of the country co-operate with the 
‘Treasury it is impossible that resumption shall 
fail; but, even iti this co-operation should not be 
universal. it could not affect ine ultimate result; 
for if any consiverabie portion of the legul-tender 
notes be exchanged for coin at the Treasury, and 
withdrawn from use, ime notes will become scarcer, 
and the coin be forced into circulation to supply 
the requirements of business and fil] the gap. The

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THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 


Conclusions Reached by the Yellow-Fever 
Commission, 
, Ricumonp, Va., Nov. 20.~—The American 
Public-Health Association was called to order 
this morning by President Harris. Previous to 
proceeding with the regular order of business 
the President laid before the Association a let- 
ter from Gov. Porter, of Tennessee, regretting 
being unable to attend on account of official 


business, assuring the Association of his active 


sympathy with the noble work in which they 
are engaged, and extending an invitation to 
hold the next meeting at Nashville. The invi- 
tation was referred to the Executive Committee 
for consideration. . 

After some routine business, Dr. Bemis read 
the regular report of the Yellow-Fever Commis- 
sion, which says that thé yellow fever was im- 
ported into New Orleans by the steamship 
Emily Soucer inthe month of May. The Com- 
mission visited various infected points in the 
Mississippi Valley, and found as the result of 
their investigation sad neglect and violation of 
the laws of health in regard to drainage, inat- 
tention to deposits of fetid matter and refuse 
animal and vegetable matter, and inattention to 
the purity of drinking water. 

The conclusions reached are as follows: 

‘irst—We have not in a solitary instance 
found a case of yellow fever which we could jus- 
tillably consider as of de novo origin. indigen- 
ous to its lucality. 

Second—in respect to most of the various 
towns which we visited, and which were points 
of epidemic prevalence, testimony showing the 
importation was direct and convincing in its 
character. 

Th'rd—The transmission of vellow fever be- 
tween points separated by any considerabie dis- 
tances appear to be wholly due to human 
intercourse. In some instances the poison was 
carried in the clothing or about the peopie 
going into infected distncts. In others it was 
couveyedin such fomites as cotton bagging or 
other goods of same description. 

Fourth — Tue weight of the testimony is very 
pronoucced against the further use of dis- 
infectants. Physicians in infected towns al- 


most without exception state that they are. 


useless agents to arrest the spread of yellow 
tever, while some of them affirm that their 
vapors are seriously prejudicial to the sick. 

Fun- Personal prophylaxis by means of 
drugs or other therapeutic means has proved a 
constant failure.

Tbe Vice-Chancellor of Prussia reports to 
the Prussian Parliament a deficiency of 70,- 
000,000 marks (about $29,000,000) in the 
revenues of the current year.’ This is anoth- 
er case of too much seeming prosperity. 
The distribution of the French indemnity 
fund, which was only exhausted last year, 
induced a liberal expenditnre..of public 
moneys, and under this policy Prussia 
acquired habits which now seem to be a 
necessity, But the French indemnity fund 
will yield no more, and the Government rev- 
enués from taxes, railroad and postal receipts, 
etc., have fallen off by reason of the hard 
times. Prussia is now confronted with the 
necessity of retreuching or adding to the 
public debt. The place where the retrench- 
ment ought to begin—the army—will, under 
the German system, be the last to yield, 
and it may need a longer era of depression 
and still greater deficiencies before the Gov- 
ernment will consent to any reduction in 
this branch of the public service. It is not 
impossible that Prussia’s deficiency may 
suggest an effort at readjusting the division 
of the Empire’s expenses, and that may be a 
fruitful seed of discord, with which the new 
Empire has never yet had to contend. 


If M. Forrov has challenged or shall 
challenge M. Gaunkrra on account of the 
latter’s bitter and successful opposition to 
the former’s admission to the Chamber of 
Deputies, it will afford GampetTTa an excel- 
lent opportunity for abolishing the code in 
France as applied to political disputes. No 
one will doubt Gaunzrra's personal courage, 
and he may set a valuable precedent without 
risking personal disgrace. If France would 
attain free discussion, then public opinion 
in that country must cease to hold every man 
accountable at the point of s pistol for what- 
ever be may say iu his official capacity. It 
is not desirable, perhaps, that personal 
abuse should enjoy the same latitude in 
political contests that it has in this country, 
but it should. be curbed in the courts and 
not by the duello. Wnless the code 
be ahandoned as the final arbitrator 
in political contention, a bully and expert in 
the use of the sword or fire-arms may be a 
more important and influential person in 
public affairs than a statesman who is neither 
bully nor expert. As the leader of the Lib- 
erals in France who has already removed 
much of the offense which was formerly at- 
tached to republicanism in that country, M. 
GambeEtTra is just the man to work out this 
reform, and if he will improve the opportu- 
nity in the proper way we shall not be sorry 
to see M. Fourrov furnish it.

THE BATTLE oF THE STANDARDS. 
Secretary SaermMan says: Tue Trrsvne 
admits that the price of silver has fallen in 
the markets of the world, but neither that 
paper, nor the President, nor the Depart- 
ment, nor the United States, can change this, 
and other nations have refused to help us. 
We can only do what all people have done 
before,—recognize the changed value of the 
two metals and conform our Coinage laws 
to that change.” 

Tun Tamer admits that the prica of 
silver has fallen in the markets of the world,” 
but only with. relation to gold. Tan Trisunez 
has shown that the silver dollars of 412} 
grains will to-day buy more of any market- 
able commodity, except gold, than it would 
on the dey it was demonetized, when it was 
worth more in the market than the legal 
standard gold dallar. Has silver, measured 
by any other standard than gold, fallen in 
value since 1873? Mr. Jacxsow, in hig late 
paper read before the Philosophical Society 
of this city, compiled the statistics on this 
subject. The New York Public, in May, 
1876, found that there had been a 
decline from 1872 to the date of 
the computation of 19 per cent 
in prices of representative ¢ommodities. 
The London Tronomist, an excellent au- 
thority, commenting on the tables of the 
Public, declared that the decline was much 
larger. In the two years and à half which 
have elapsed since that calculation the de- 
cline has certainly been in a greater ratio,— 
say 10 per cent, or 29 per cent for the whole 
period. The decline in the prices of pig-iron 
and pork for the whole petiod—1873-1878— 
has been néarly 50 per cent. We conclude 
that 35 per cent is a fair estimate of the 
average decline in price suffered by the whole 
range of commodities (except silver). Ac- 
cepting, then, 15 per cent as the decline in 
the price of silver with relation to gold, we 
find a difference of 20 per cent between the 
decline in silver and the decline in other 
commodities to be accounted for. Silver 
measured by gold having declined but 15 per 
cent, it follows—as commodities have, meas- 
ured by the same standard, declined 35 per 
cent—that it (silver) has appreciated 20 per 
cent as an exchangeable measure of the value 
of other commodities. What influence has 
rescued silver from a percentage of decline 
equal to that suffered by other commodities ? 
Clearly the fact that it has a use separate and 
apart from its employment in the arts as 
a commodity,—its use as money. Exnxst 
Serp estimates (1877) that the stock of gold 
and silver now current as coin or existing as 
bullion is 6,750 millions of dollars, of which 
3,250 millions, nearly one-half, is in silver. 
It is, then, the monetary characteristic pos- 
sessed by silver that has saved it, in part, 
from the decline suffered by other commodi- 
ties and arrested the headlong advance of 
gold. It has, m fact, saved throughout the 
world thousands of estates from confisca- 
tion, which must have resulted from simul- 
taneous acts of demonetization by all Gov- 
ernments,

ALexanpzr Hamurron, in dis- 
cussing the question of monetary standards, 
said: To annul the use of either of the 
metals as money is to abridge the quantity of 
circulating medium, and is liable to all the 


objections which arise from a comparison of 


the benefits of a full with the evils of a scan- 
ty circulation.” Commenting on this terse 
dictum of Hamiutron’s, Prof. Francis A. 
WALKER, in his admirable treatise on money, 
forcibly and justly says: 

These objec tions are not of less force than in 
Hamu.tor’s day. On the contrary, they have ac- 
quired greater importance with the vast extension 
of imperial. national, State, and municipal indebt- 
edness which has characterized the present cen- 
tury. Whatever makes it harder to pav the war- 
vebts of the world, and the obligations contracted 
for purposes of public display or public con- 
venience, works great injury toall productive in- 
terests, discourages enterprise, and breeds pauper- 
ism. | 

H Mr. Suxzrman is indisposed to be guided 
by the strong trend of public opinion which 
is manifestly in favor of the double standard, 
we sincerely hope he will make a more 
thorough an@ independent study of the sub- 
ject, with a view tothe modification of his 
present opinions if he shall find the weight 


of authority to be against their soundness. 


THE CURRFNCY REPORT. 

We print this morning a large portion of 
the voluminous annual report of the Hon. 
Joun J. Knox, Comptroller of the Currency. 
It isareview brought down to the Ist of 
November, 1878. The report is an elaborate 
document, in which the facts and the figures 
are clearly stated, and the arguments and 
conclusions of the Comptroller are for- 
cibly presented. The report is an able 
defense of the National-bank system. 
in which all the objections § thereto 
are considered and discussed. Against any 
substantial disturbance of that system the 
Comptroller protests with great earnestness. 
He especially discusses the proposition to 
substitute Treasury notes for the bank cur- 
rency, claiming that such a change would be 
injurious to the Government and to the 
country. While we may not agree with the 
Comptroller in all his arguments and conelu- 
sions, we are prepared to admit the ability 
and clearness which mark every page of the 
report. 

We gather the following ar con- 
cerning the banking business of the country 
during and at the close of the year ending 
Nov. 1: 

The whole number of State banks, private 
bankers, savings and National banks, is 
6,456, of which 3,709 are State and private 
banks; savings banks, with capital 23, with- 
out capital 668 and National banks, 2,056. 
The State, private, and savings banks, are 
geographically located, and their number, 
capital, and deposits are given, as follows, 
omitiing fractions of millions :

Of the twenty-three savings banks with 
capital, fifteen are in the Western States. It 
will be seen that the total sum on deposit— 
money of the general public—in all the 
banks is $1,920,000,000,—nearly equal to the 
whole sum of the national debt,—and that 
about one-third of this sum only is held by 
the. National banks. To the &470,000,000 
capital of the National banks should proper- 
ly be added $118,000,000 of surplus. 

We refer the reader to the report Mself for 
the arguments of the Comptroller in defense 
of the National-bank system. The surplus 
earnings of the National banks steadily in- 
creased every six months until June, 1875, 
when they aggregated $133,000,000. Since 
then the decline has been as regular, and it 
now does not exceed $118,000,000. 

The current opinions as to the profits of 
these banks are, the Comptroller states, 
greatly exaggerated. The State tax paid by 
the National banks for the four years 
1874-77 were $28,552,274, and the National 
tax $38,209,484, or a total of $66,671,758. 

The failures of the National banks during 
the year were sixty-nine, and the loss to. de- 
positors and stockholders $6,415,422. When 
the banks were organized, and for some 
years after, all the bonds deposited to secure 
their circulation bore 6 per cent interest; 
at the present time only $72,000,000 of these 
bonds bear 6 per cent, the others bearing 5, 
44, or 4 per cent. The Comptroller fur- 
nishes elaborate tables and computations to 
show that the bank profit on circulation is 
about 2} per cent on the amount of capital 
invested in the bonds put np as security for 
that circulation. 

The report earnestly and at great length 
discusses the wisdom and the practicability 
of resumption. 


A DEFENSE OF SOUTHERN “BULLDOZING.” 
Mr. Henny Warrerson is one of those 


sensitive natures peculiar to the South, and 
it responds quickly to the most remote sug- 
gestion of a menace to Southern motives or 
methods: The reports of the President's 
recent utterances over the political outrages 
in the Carolinas, Louisiana, and one or two 
other Southern States, have stirred the in- 
most depths of Mr. Warrerson’s soul. He 
replies in terms that indicate more of sorrow 
than anger. He does not want to think that 
President Hayes could possibly resent any- 
thing done by the South. That would be 
contrary to the policy of conciliation, as Mr. 
Warrxnsox and most of the Southern poli- 

ticians have consirued it. If we properly 
understand President Haves’ position in this 
matter, it is that he holds the South to have 
been deprived of the last excuse for bull- 
dozing when the United S:ates troops were 
withdrawn and the local’State Governments 
given over to the Democrats; that

that the outrages of the recent election were 
in violation of these and of the law; 
and that he will use all the civil power of the 
General Government to punish the offenders 
and prevent the reeurrence of the offenses. 
This position will not strike an impartial 
person as ultra or unreasonable; even 80 
loyal a Southerner and so old a Democrat as 
Atexaxper H. Srepoens asserts that the 
President. cannot do less. Yet this attitude 
of the President’s strikes the valiant Mr. 
Wärrrnsox as so dreadful that the Courier- 
Journal laments over it to the extent of a 
column, if it is true, but generously gives the 
President the benefit of a doubt, and mag- 
nauimously resolves to wait for the message 
before opening its big guns upon the Admin- 
istration, 

If Mr. Warrerson had never fought in 
the Confederate army, whose mission was to 
break down the Government, it is not likely 
that he would feel so mach resentment at an 
announcement that the President of the 
United States was going to do his utmost to 
enforce the laws of the country. It is not 
unlikely that he and others like him thus 
acquired a habit of defying the laws of 
the General Government which they cannot 
outgrow; and they seem disposed to resent 
any interference or even a protest as much 
as if the Confederates had succeeded in 
setting up an independent Government. 
Mr. Warrzrsox is of opinion that, 
when the Southern people treated Mr. 
Hives as a President and a gentle- 
man should be treated” when he traveled 
in that section, they had done their full 
share of the conciliation business, and 
should be permitted to do as much bull- 
dozing and ballot-box stuffing thereafter as 
they might find desirable. Mr. Warrrerson 
and the Southern people generally do not 
seem to recognize the jug-handle character 
of this sort of ‘‘ conciliation,” but appear to 
be thoronghly convinced that they have an 
inalienable right to go on “ killing niggers” 
for political purposes, snuffing out ma- 
jorities with rifles and revolvers, and other- 
wise defying the Constitution of the country 
and the law of free government. 

It is puerile for Mr. Warrzrson to seek 
to extenuate the renewed Southern outrages 
by alleging that there are disorders and 
violence in elections at the North. He 
understands very well the difference between 
occasional rows at the polls in Northern 
cities and the systematic intimidation 
of the negro voters at the South. There 
is no more comparison to be instituted 
between the two than there is between any 
other two things that are totally dissimilar. 
Mr. Warrrnsox is also aware that in nearly 
every case of a fight on election-day at the 
North, and in all cases of repeating and bal- 
lot-box stuffing, the chief offenders are the 
Northern allies of the Solid South. The 
Republican party at the North has never 
been charged with anything like a system of 
balbot-box frauds, and nobody has ever heard 
of an attempt at the North to practically dis- 
franchise a whole class of people. The fact 
is, that, in spite of the constitutional amend- 
ments, in spite of the magnanimous treat- 
ment at the hands of the North in restoring 
the entire mass of Rebels to citizenship, and 
in spite of the solemn pledges made by the 
Southern people, there is no intention to toler- 
ato a free exercise of suffrage, nor to permit 
the negroes to control those towns, counties, 
or disiricts in which they are absolutely in 
a majority. Every Confederate at the South 
believes it a right and a duty to adopt any 
means that may be necessary to defeat the 
rule of the majority when that majority is 
Republican and composed in part of negro 
voters. Mr. Watterson would do the 
Southern people a greater service in the long 
run by combating this subversion of popu- 
lar government than by encouraging it. 

A Solid South” and a divided North” 


is the condition at which the Confederates | 


are aiming as the means of giving them the 
control of the Government. They have 
hesitated at nothing to attain the Solid 
South,” and will hesitate at nothing to keep 
it solid; but the very methods which they 
have found necessary to assure the solidifica- 
tion of the South are calculated to prevent 
the division at the North which will be 
equally essential to their ambition to rule, 
And when the ex-Confederates begin to talk 
about it being presumptuous in the President 
of the United States to declare an intention 
of enforcing the laws (and this is the purport 
of Mr. Warrerson’s comment), they do not 
encourage any large proportion of the North- 
ern people to take sides with them, 


a LOUISE AND LORNE. 


After much fuss and more feathers the 
Marquis of Lornz and his Royal spouse are 
on the briny deep, heading due west and 
for, though Bri- 
tannia rules the waves, she does not rule old 
Neptune, and with cheerful impartiality he 
demands a votive offering from Royalty as 
well as the vulgar herd,—which shows that 
Royalty does not go below the cuticle. The 
maledy of the sea is the one touch that 
makes all humanity kin, and brings the 
jeweled crown and dhudbeen upon the same 
general level. The English Government did 
everything in its power to thwart the malady 
and manifest its authority over the waves. 
Instead of sending the Marquis and his lady 
upon one of its own ironclads, it wisely re- 
flected that English ironclads have a habit 
of suddenly going to the bottom, and in- 
trusted them to a commercial vessel. It 
kindly halted the steamer on the day she 
should have sailed because the sea was 
rough. and the spectacle of a sick 
Marquis and Princess on the very first 
day out would not be = edifying.

Then they could 
have taken a run out to Chicago and spent 
the holidays, which would have been a mem- 
orable era in their existence.

saddést and most hopeless alcohol wrecks of 
men in this city. as well as others less under the 
dominion of diosomania, but who desire to be 
emancipated from its chains. Some of our 
readers may not have given any attention to this 
rematkable cure, and for their benefit we will 
restate the matter in a few words. 

About eleven years ago, Dr. D’UnGerR, in

It is this call, this inward gnawing 
or thirtzt.—if it may be so designated,—that im- 
nels men to drink, drink, until their will power 
is driven from its throne, leaving them—so to 
speak—automatons, entirely controlled by their 
aicoholic desires. As is well known by its vie- 
tims, alcoholic stimulation is but temporary, 
and that, when itis over, the whole nervous 
system is depressed, shattered, sick, and vie- 
tims further know that nothing whatever, pave 
the artitimal excitement which brought about 
the evil, can alleviate it.

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The New York Tribune has small faith that 
EpDIs0N, or any otber inventor, will produce 
small electric lights cheaper than gas. It says: 

The electric light is already used in several fac- 
tories in this country, and its use seems to be ex- 
tending. The circumstances are favorable to its 
employment in large workshops. There is always 
in these concerns a superabundance of motive 
power, and the work of driving the electric ma- 
chines which supply the mean for lighting can, 
therefore, be performed substantially without cost. 
As most large factories manufacture their own 
gas, the loss which will follow the inttoduc- 
tion of electricity, by rendering useless 
the costly plant for the production 
of gas, will fall upon the shoulders of the very 
people who are to be benefited by the redtiction of 
expense. As a rule, too, more light is geeded in 
these shops than is actually employed at present. 
owing to the high cost of gas; and the electric 
lamp seems to supply this need at the same time 
that it is reducing the cost. So much seems to 
have been already demonstrated. With reference 
to the lighting of dwellings, the whole subject is 
yetin doubt. Mr. Episox claims to have found a 
way to licht dwellings, and that illumination by his 
plan is cheaper than gas, The facts in regard to 
this matter are set forth in another part of to-day's 
paper, where a cescription of the varions experi- 
menis now making in this country is pre- 
sented. Briefly, the case is as follows: he 
subdivision of the electric current and its distribu- 
tion to a large number of lamps cause an enormous 
joss of light; and while extremely beautiful and 
pe rfectly steady small liguts can be produced, and 

„ lights can be turned up and down, — like

The Directors of the Board of Trade have adopt- 
ed an amendment to the rules governing the in- 
spection of provisions.

The change is under- 
stood to be intended to prevent in the future such 
practices as giving little meat to the shoulder and 
nearly all to the middle, which have been indulged 
in by some packers.

Some of our provision o erators ask what will de 


the effect of the present mild weather on the lard 
market. With plenty of cheap corn and little 
waste of material in sustaining the healthy tem- 
perature, one pound of lard per day is gained by 
cach of 6,000,000 hogs. They are afraid the mar- 
ket cannot stand this increase in the sapply. But 


we are down s very low already that there cannot 


be much more dirt between us and hard-pan. 

The leading produce markeis were irregular yes- 
terday, inthe same direction as on previous days 
in the week. Provisions were rendered tame by 
the fact of large receipts of hogs, and conse- 
oncntly lower prices. Wheat was advanced fur- 
ther by the fears of a squceze in December, though 
not & few professed to believe that the whispers 
to that effect were only put in circnlation as a ruse 
to enable holders to realize at a profit now. At 
the same time, the news, if it be news, that 
prominent New Yorkers have got hold of the deal, 
brought out more buying orders and made the mar- 
ket stiff, though those orders were all filled long 
before the close. Corn was firm, in sympathy with 
wheat. Oats and rye also advanced, and barley 
was strong early, but slumpy towards the last. 
The trading was chiefly in futures. 

There was nothing new to be said of the market 
forsteple and fancy dry goods. For the seasoa 
the demand is fair, and that is all. Prices remain 
steady. Groceries were in very good request, and, 
excepting an ‘4c decline in sugars, there were no 
price-changes, though coffees, sirupe, and molas- 
ses were not particularly firm. Tne demand for 
dried fruits wag reported liberal, and previous 
prices were very generally sustained. Fish con- 
tinue quiet. Lake fish, owingto continued light 
arrivals, have advanced 20e per %-bri. Bank cod 
and Holland herring were lower. In the canned- 
goods market there was fair activity, and prices 
wenerally were firm, Butter and cheese remained 
dull and unchanged. There were quiet markets for 
leather, bagging, tobacco. coal, and wood. Oils 
were generally steady. Turpentine was quoted 
firmer. 

The yard lumber market was fairly active and 
steady. At the sale docks the offerings were small. 
and the receipts henceforth will be light. Cargoes 
sold readily, especially the two-inch stuff. The 
woul market was quiet and steady. Broom-corn 
was in good demand at current prices, and the of- 
ferings were U˙beral, and comprised all grades. 
Seeds were rather quiet and steady. The offerings 
were small. The sales of hay were again meagre,. 
and recent prices were maintained, the supply be- 
ing heut. Hides were in fair demand at the late 
decline. Potatoes were firm under a continued 
good local and shipping inquiry, with moderate of- 
ferings of the best varicties. Poultry and game 
were plenty and duli, the demand being chiefly 
local, and the weather bad for carrying stock.

Col. Thomas A. Scott Richard Realf—The 
Murraysville Gas- Well. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

PrrTsspurG, Nev. 9.—The report tclegraphed 
you a few aights ago, concerning the condition 
of Col. Thomas A. Scott, was, in the main, cor- 
rect, notwithstanding that many jùterested per- 
sons have set afloat all sorts of denials, and 
have attempted in many ways to explain the 
cause Of his sudden departure for Europe in the 
midst of a large amount of the most important 
business that has ever demanded the attention 
of the management of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road. While Mr. Scott’s friends, who have 
written or spoken on the subject, unanimously 
admit that he suffered from a paralytic stroke, 
which he sustained about a month ago, all or 
nearly ali of them carefully refrain from 
alluding to the condition of bis miad for several 
days previous to and at the time of his sailing. 
Tots is not @ pleasant subject to dweil upon, 
but truth should betoldin this as in al) cases. 
There appears to be no doubt that Col. Scott’s 
mind was affected, as stated on good authority 
by your correspondent; but to what extent is 
only known to those holding intimate relations 
to him. It is to be hoped that rest and travel 
will restore tim to his normal condition of 
health and usefulness. The permanent impair- 
ment of Mr. Scott’s mind would be seriously 
felt throughout the entire country, which, ex- 
cepting all drawbacks, has been largely benefited 
by his numerous railroad-enterpriscs. 

The death of Col. Richard Realf has been the 
subject of extended comment in nearly all of 
the leading newspapers of the Union. The 
facts of his life, which were furnished you by 
rour correspondent at the time, were correct as 
far as they went, but thev failed to ao justice to 
the man. Oneof the ——9ꝗ abjects that he 
had in view in seeking employment in San Fran- 
cisco was to accumulate sufficient funds to en- 
able him to publish an edition of his poems, 
which he could not do here, owing to the free- 
dom with which be disbursed his money — 
his relatives and friends. He was 
hberal contributor to Charitable objects, aol 
never turned a mendicant away empty-handed. 
It is proposed to bring his body here for per- 
manent interment,—a wealthy gentieman having 
donated a lot in onc of the cemeteries for that 

purpose, and offered to contribute liberally 
toward a fund to defray the expenses of the re- 


‘moval of the remains from Ban Francisco, His 


only blood-relative in this country is a sister, 
Mrs. Whapham, who resides in Washiugton 
County, Pennsylvania, a few miles below Pitts- 
burg. The poem published in the San 
Francisco and other papers, said to have 
been written the day before his death, was 
composed in this city about three years 
ago, during one of the Colonel's periodical 
fits of despondency, and was shown to several 
journalists, who recognized it the moment they 
saw it in print. At the time it was written, 
Mr. Realf had just failed to secure a divorce 
from his first wife, or, rather, the Supreme 
Court had just reversed a decree of divorce 
which had been granted im a lower Court, which 
so affected him, mentally and physically, that 
he declared his intention to commit suicide, and 
was only prevented from doing so by the watch- 
ful attention of his friends.

One of the greatest curiosities in Pennsylva- 
nia at this time is the gas-well! at Murraysville, 
in Westmoreland County, The well was sunk 
for oil, but, when a dept of about 200 feet had 
been reac bed, the flow of gas became so power- 
ful that boring operations had to be suspended.

the appearance of a dense fog, which if is im pos- 
sible to penetrate, owing to the stilling 
odor which it emits. People living in the vicin- 
itv of the well being apprehensive of danger 
from fire, Mr. Haymaker, one of the proprie- 
tors. came to Pittsburg yesterday aud pur- 
chased a quantity oi tubing through which to 
couvey the gas to tbe middle of a neighboring 
eld. This was accomplished last night, and 
the gas ignited. It emitted a clear, steady 
flame of intense brilliancy, and lichted u the 
country for miles. around. A number of per. 
sons have been negotiating for the purchase of 
the well.—among others, a Buffalo firm, who 
have offcred $20,000 for ft; but the proprietors, 
who value it at 850.000. have rejected all offers.

AFPTER THE ELEVATORS. 

STURGES MAKING IT LIVELY FOR THEM. 

Yesterday afternoon, in the Circuit Court, 
Messrs. Shufeldt & Westover and McCoy & 
Pratt, as attorneys for William N. Guck) 
Sturges, entered a suit in assumpsit, laying 
damages at $100,000, against the well-known 
grain-warehouse firm of Munger, Wheeler & 
Co., including Albert A. Munger, Hiram 
Wheeler, Charles W. Wheeler, George 
H. Wheeler, and James R. McKay. The 
suit is the second of a series to be com- 
menced against every elevator firm in Chicago 
for overcharges on grain since 1872. Jack 
Sturges started the ball a-rolling Saturday last, 
when he commenced a similar action to the 
above against the firm of Armour, Dole & Co. 
The papers fited in the suit show nothing in 
themselves; but, as near as the allegations can 
be gotten at, the plaintiff alleges that the Con- 
stitution of 1870 made a provision for the reru- 
lution of grain-warehouses, and it required 
some necessary legislation m order to obtain 
laws for the protection of both producers and 
shippers. On the 25th of April, 1871, the Legis- 
lature passed what is known as “The Railroad 
and Warehouse law,“ which requires ware- 
houses of Class A to take out licenses. ‘' The 
application for license shall set forth the loca- 
tion of the warehouse and the individual 
name of each person interested therein.“ 
Sec. 15 of the same law provides That 
the maximum charge for handling 
and storing of grain for the first 
thirvy days, or parts thereof, shall be two cents 
per bushel; for each fifteen days after the first 
thirty days the charge shall be a half cent per 
bushel,“ making two and one-half cents per 
busbel for forty-five days. 

Thea 2 recite that in 1872 Ira G. 
Munn George Scott, warehousemen in 
Chicago, baving refused to take out a license 
under the law, were proceeded against by in- 
formation in the Criminal Gourt of Cook Coun- 
ty. They were convicted aud were fined $100 
and the costs of prosecution, The firm appeaied 
their case to the Supreme Court, where 
the matter was heard and decided in 
Ss. The arguments were made dy 
able counsel, and the defendants 
claimed, among other thi ts, that the Ware- 
house act was repugnant t the State Constitn- 
tion and the Constitution a the United States: 
and that the law was there sre void and without 
effect: The Supreme Cd rt, however, held 
otherwise, and sustained pe act as valid and 
confirmed the conviction. “Among other things 
that the defendants argue. was, that the ware- 
houses had been built a | ng time previous to 
the passage of the act; thy they were then and 
had been receiving 4 n ich larger rate of 
storage than that prescri!.;d by the act; and, 
hence, that if they ere compelled to 
comply with the lag, and take a 
less rate for the pbrage of grain,

The allegations go on to’ say that these 
elevators stand,“ as their counsel say, in the 
very gateway of commerce,“ by combination 
with the railroads, forcing every bushel of grain 
produced in the Northwest to pass through 
their bins, and charging and extorting just sach 
rates of toll as they saw fit. When the people 
of the State in their Constitutional Convention 
andin the Legislature undertook to regulate 
and fix the amount of this toll for 
the benefit of tne producers of this country, 
they defied both the Constitution and the law; 
they continned to exact their own rates in viola- 
tion of the law. and extorted the enormous sum 
above given irom the grain-producers of the 
Mississippi Valley. The following-named are 
the Urms to be sued, besides those against 
whom actions have already been commenced: 
Flint. Thompson & Co., J. & E. Buc kingham, 
Vmcent & Co., Necley & Hambleton, J. F. 
Armour, William Dickinson & Co. The suits 
entered by Sturges are on his own behalf uulv, 
but within a short time upwards of fifty of 
these cases are to be commenced, and it is 
alleged by the counsel for plaintiffs that these 
overcharges and interest from 1872, and since 
that time, can and wiil be collected.

RIVER-LAND TROUBLES. 


Mr. CrilleyeAn Old Man's 
Determination in Behalf of What He 
Believes His Rights. 

Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Des Mornes, Ia., Nov. 19.—Several months 
ago I gave a long and detailed history of the 
celebrated Des Moines Kiver-Improvement 
Company, showing the wrongs it had perpe- 
trated under sanction of a Democratic Congress 
in 1854. The Company, under pretense of im- 
proving the Des Moines River for purposes of 
uavigat ion, secured a grant of land ten miles 
wide on either side of the river, from its mouth 
to the north line of the State. Various and con- 
flicting décisions were made by the Interior De- 
partmert of the Government as to the proper 
esustruction of the Land-Grant act. At one 
time, it was beld to extend to the souree of the 
river, in Minnesota, over 100 miles beyond all 
possibility of navigation: at another, only to 
the limit of the improvement made, the -Rac- 
coon Forks, which were at Des Moines. During 
the operation of these conflicting opinions, 
the land north of Des Moines was opened to 
pre-emption by homestead-settlers, and hun- 
dreds took possession. Among them was 
George Crilley, who entered a section near 
Fort Dodge, and, as he claims, prior to any 
grant of the lands by Congress. The River- 
Improvement Company closed up, sold its prop- 
erty and franchises, and a new Company was 
organized, known as the River Land Company, 
which soon after began proceedings in court to 
establish its title to lands claimed to inure 
under the grant. The contest has been along 
and bitter one, but with great disadvantage to 
the settlers, who were poor, and had little 
means to spare to defend their homes. Judge 
Dillon, of the United States Circuit Court. bow- 
ever, to guard their iuterests, construed the 
law jiberally iu their favor, and fixed the rule 
that, in all cases where the Company establish- 
ed their claim, they must pay forall improve- 
ments made bn the land bythe settler. For the 
causes which! led to these conflicting claims of 
course the present Company and claimants are 
not fesponsible. They seek to secure that which 
they bought of the old Company. I say this as 
a matter of law, though, in fact, they are a part 
of the ola Company. 

In order to make money and to gain notorie- 
ty. John Pope Hodnett, it is aileged,—and 
probably with good foundation. — agreed with 
Sam Tüden's mauagers at Washington to de- 
liver the State of Iowa, politically, to the 
Demucrats. His plan was to band “the river- 
land settlers together for resistance to the 
efforts made to oust them from their homes,— 
even by force of arms if need be. He worked 
upon their sensibilities, magnified their wrongs,

THE PROTECTION. 

J. L. Wich. 

In the Protection Life case yesterday morning 
J. L. Hieh continued his argument, explain- 
ing the different classes of policies issued by the 
Company, and showing how the death - loss liaoili- 
ty haa been properly reduced from $522, 000 to 
$121,000, and that that reduction was in accord- 
ance with the aniversally recognized actuarial val- 
uations based upon the most careful calculations of 
insutance experts in England and America. At 
the organization of the Company it issued policies 
guarantecing that, in case there was a default on 
the part. of any poliey- holder, the 
Company would pay in full for the first 
default; in case of a second default the 
insured must be content with an amount less the 
uncollected assessment. This guarantee was for 
five years on a $5,000 policy, and for three years 
on u $2,500 pdblicy. The second class of policies, 
called **B” policies, was the only absolute life 
insurance which the Company carried. In this the 
Company gus ranteed the payment of the face of 
the policy witain ninety days after the filing of 
proofs of death, Woods had, by the advice of 
Kellogg, scaled dowa the death-loss liability to 


_@ne-flith of the amount insured, and it was by the 


advice ot the State Actuary and Mr. Peet, the 
"Pennsylvania Actuary, who beld that the 4A 
policies avove mentioned were mere notes given to 
the Company by its pvlicybolders for collection 
after death. It the Company failed to collect it 
was not to blame, and the amount uncollected 
should not be charged against it as liabilities. 
MR. W. J. HYNES. 

in behalf of Ryan, said that hp felt throughout this 
case that he and his client were somewhat like tae 
fifth wheel in tac wagon; that they were altogether 
outof the case: that they had no coonection with 
the alleged conspiracy; and this fecling he had re- 
tained until he heard the speech of the Prosecuting 
Attorney. At several stages in the evidence he 
had simply asked. Did Mr. Ryan have auything 
todo with this: and the answer mvariabiy was 
that he had nething to do with it. ‘Lhe lrosecut- 
ing Attorney should nave allowed this in bis speech 
tothe jury. The jury must decide upon the law 
and the evidence, and not upon Mr. Weber's 
speech. The defense nad been willing and anxious 
all through the case to have the whole 
facts brought out by 4 thorough examination 
of the books of the Company, and he was certain 
that no particle of evidence had been discovered 
aguinst his client. ‘The law beld a mau innocent 
until proved guilty. At what place in the evidence 
conid any one point his fuger and say that Ryan 
was connected with the alleged conspiracy’ ‘There 
was rothing in the books Criminating Kvan, and it 
was on y upon Terpeany’s testimony that any ver- 
dict could possibly be brough@ against any of the 
indicted parties. Yet he bad . asxed Ter- 
penny, when on the stand, if Ryan had anything 
to do with the books of the Compauy or with as- 
sisting Woods in his examination, ano he had said 
that Ryan hud notaing to do with either. Cooke 
had gone on the stand in the character of a law- 
yer, an insurance man, a banker, and an 
expert in all these. Yet when the 
Court asked bim what loadine meant 
he was forced to acknowledge with a biush tnat he 
didn’t know. Now the duty of Kyan was simply 
te perform arithmetical calculations. Terpenny 
bad testined that he nad supplied Ryan with the 
lists, taken fram the books, and Ryan merely cal- 
culated the liabilities and the amount of assess- 
ments. The correctness of his figures had never 
been 2 Weber had held that Ryan's 
guilt was estamished mecause he was a member of 
the Executive Committee of the Company. but if 
that were enough to provea man guilty of con- 
spiracy why had not Eiared and othe; mem ers of 
tae Committe deen indicted with Kran?

in behalf of Maj. Woods, made the closing speech 
for the defense; He said it nal been alleged by 
the prosecutiog. that the Company had been en 
abled. by megas of Wools’ report, to collect 
$80, 090 from pplicy-holders before being closed 
up. Me would show that the Company had really 
expentied $1157000 after the time mentioned, of 
which $42,500 was paid in death-losses. Much 
had been said the Prosecuting Attorney about 
Wood report, on the basis that Woods was re- 

aired by law to make a report to the State 

uditor. The, law did not reguire Maj. Woods 
to make any report, written or verbal; hence a 
prosecation nachd on this suppositioa could not be 
sustaiged by ang court or jury. Caarges had been 
made ggainst tae indicted persons that there were 
falsities in the Fauat statements of 1875 and 1876, 
but certainly thgse did not apply to Maj. Woods. 
as he never had any connection with the 
Company befom May: 1877. Ue was connected 
with it for only sixty days at the outside, and 
then passed out of it. ‘The question was whether 
during these sixty days he did anytuing which 
should send him to the Penitentiary. Mr. Swwtt 
did not proposiso shwid his chent from the law, 
but only to bag ful justice douc in this case. He 
would ask th@ jury if it were pot possibte for 
Woods to have; made mistakes in conducting his 
examination. They should consider that there 
were 200 books aud two tons of documcuts to be 
gone over. Bu, aside from this, the whole case 
hinged upon tye one question, Did Maj. Woods 
receive $500 from Maj. Edwards for making a false 
report? If that; were disposed of, all the other 
charges of care!yssness would fall to the ground. 

Mr. Swett calfed attention to the law of circum- 
stantial evidenc}, which was that the facts tending 
to show the gui of the accused must each be 
clearly proved. If there were half a dozen facts, 
for instance, which all tozether would implicate 
guiit of consoiraity, every one of these facts must 
be proved bez on doubt, or if one of tacse facts be 
disuroved, the cgse must fall to the ground. The 
payment of tne $00 check was one of the facts 
in this case. Ithad not been proved that the check 
had been paid ta. Woods. Terpenny had not said 
that Edwards had paid it to him. The jury, if 
they found Woods ghilty, must do so on a mere 
guess. Even without the testimony of Edwards 
and Bisbee, they couid not find Woods guilty. But 
Bisbee had sworn on tue stand tbat he had been 
paid $500 about the time when the check was 
drawn, and, more than that, thathe had advised 
Edwards to have it charged on the books as 
cash. Edwaras had testified that he had paid 
this very $500 check to Bisbee. There were, then. 
three reputable witnesses who testified directly 
that the money was not paid to Woods, and there 
was one. on the other ste, who sal that the 
money wight possibly have been paid to Woods. 
That was tae weight of the evidence. 

Mr. Swett next went over Woods’ report, and 
showed how, if Woods had wished to make a false 
statement, he might have done it much easier than 
by leaving out death-losses. Take the real estate, 
for instance. The Company's anntal statement, 
published only a short time previous. placed the 
real estate in the hands of the Company at 8501. 
000. Woods, in nis report, cut that estimate 
down to $372,000, making a ditference of 

219,000 againgt the Company. He also cat 
down the premium notes from $163,000 
to $63,000. Now these were mere matters 
of opinion, and he might have altowed the full 
amounts Claimed without being liable to a criminal 
indictment. Was it probdaoie, then, that he would 
have left otf a number of death-losses, for every 
one of which he was liable to such indictment? 
Woods certainly had left off several death-losses 
in making his report, but that he did it by mistake 
was evident to any fair-minded person. 

At this point he Court adjourned until this 
morning, when Nr. Swett will conclude.

BRIDGE GATES. 
A TRIAL AT CLARK STREET. 

The guard-gates that have been in course of con- 
structivn for some time past atthe approaches to 
Clars-street bridge were partially tested yesterday 
forenoon in the presence of several city Aldermen 
and other officials, and Mayor Black, City-En- 
gineer Gilbert, Chief-of-Police Kennedy, Commis- 
sioners Blodgett and O'Connor, and AsStstant- Eu- 
gineer Yates, of Milwaukee. The gates are operat- 
ed by the swinging of the bridge, and are towered 
or raised as the latter isswung open or closed. The 
gates are narrow, and extend across the entire ap- 
proach. and when closed, or down, are about four 
feet from the ground, so that a person can pass 
under them by stooping, but they are a 
barrier against horses and vehicles. They 
are attached to high arches set close 
on the edge of the approaches. By means of 
weights, and folding chains, and smail air-pumps 
the action of the gates is controlled. and every time 
it is necessary loswing the briage the weights or 
balances must be wound up by the oridwe-tenders 
with large Keys or cranks; if the winding-up 
process is not gone through with the gates remain 
intact. The gate on the south side approach was 
not ready for business yesterday, and that on the 
norta side only was tested. The bridge was swung 
anumber of times, and the barrier came down 
craduully or Went up, according to the outward or 
inward movement of the bridge. There was con- 
siderable skirmishing and dodging to avoid the 
gate on the part of pedestrians who were tardy in 
crossing over from tne South Side to the North. 
and a few passed under it or stopped on the edge 
of the approach on the inner siae of it. 

The workings of the single gate yesterday were 
fairly satisfactory, and the inventor, Mr. Albert 
R. Sherman, of rrovidence, R. I., was present 
witb otners to attend to it. 

It is said that abundred or more different ap- 
pliances for guarding the approaches have been 
offered to the city authorities since the bridge 
troubles began, and a number of practical tests 
have been made and the apparatus found to be use- 
less. It was learned by those tests that there 
were many and divers obstacles to be overcome in 
order to estadlish permanent and safe barriers at 
the bridge-approaches. The great movement of 
vessels up and down the river in the season of 
navigation is productive of frequent jams 
in the draws of the bridges, ana the long jiobooms 
of the sail craft are often thrust out over the ap- 
proaches, aud even the gas-lamps are ‘‘carried 
away. while the bridges ana protection piling have 
often been It is the opinion of many 
with whom the reporter has conversed that the tail 
arches upon the ends of the an hes to Clark- 
street bridge wouid soon succumb to the superior 
strengta of a schooner’s **horn.”’ It is said that 
the arches can be placed fifteen feet or more from 


their present bat even then the abiqaitons 
jidbvooum — tems out. and the a poten 
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ighteenth street demonstrated the great 
elliciency of jibbooms in knocking the apparatus to 
pieces. It is said that the owner of the gate pro- 
poses to bring an action at law against the owner 
of the offending schooner, to recover damages, but 
the success of euch a suit is viewed by some legal 
minds as extremely doubtful. 

The Railway Safety Gate Company, it is under- 
trod, have put up the barriers at Clark street 
bridge under Me. Sherman's direction, at their 
own cost, and by permission of the city. In order 
to demonstrate just how well or how poorly the 
apparatus will work a practical test of a week or 
ten days ought to be made, but even at the present 
time it would not reccive that rigid test that would 
dq given it during the busiest part of the season of 

rigation. When the vessels stop sailing there 
will of course be no need of the gates, and they 
can be kept in their present condition—suspe 
from the arches over the approaches.

A LEAK, 


A Firm in Louisville Pretty Close in Par- 
suit of Certain Government Officers and 
Attaches Who ‘* Evaporated” 1,000 Gal- 
lous of Its Whisky which Had Been Seized 
at Peoria, III. 

Special Dispatch to The Tridwune. 

Peoria, III., Nov. 20.—Political circles in this 
city are much excited, and tbe Collector’s office 
is in gloom because of certain developments 
which were made public in the taking of testi- 
mony in the case of Cunningham & Co., of 
Louisville, vs. B. H. Campbell, formerly United 
States Marshal in Chicago. This suit dates 
back in its ramifications tothe timeef the 
whisky war. Some time in the summer of 1874 
Cunnmsham shipped to Schwabacher, of this 
city, forty barrels of whisky. Ex-Congressman 
Whiting, who at that time was Collector 
of Internal Revenue, suspected that 
there was something crooked about 
it. He accordingly detained the sour-mash, and 
reported to Bridges, who was then Deputy-Su- 
vervisor under Dan Munn. He cane in here, 
and, after making an investigation, confiscated 
the goods. They were turned over to Marshal 
Campbell, who placed them in the custody of 
one Hotchkiss, whose son Was appointed custo- 
dian. Cunningham made several efforts to ob- 
tain the release of the stuff, but failed to do so, 
because the Government was busily engaged in 
fighting the distillers in Chicago, St. is, 
aud Milwaukee. Subseauently, the Government 
offered to release the whisky provided Cunning- 
ham would agree to hold Whiting harmless. He 
declined to do so, and last spring the case was 
decided in his favor before Judge Blodgett. 
When Cunningham got possession of the whis- 
kv, he discovered that it had dwindled away 
from 1,600 to 600 gallons. For the discrepancy 
of 1,000 gallons he demanded reclamation from 
Campbell and Whiting. They declined, on the 
ground that the whisky had either leaked or 
evaporated. Cuoningham sad, “Too thin,“ 
and entered suit in the District Court 
against Campbell, whiting, and Hotchkiss. 
Ela & Parker, of Chicago, were retained 
to prosecute the case. For the past 
ten days Ela has been here taking testimony 
before Commissiouer Ives. This afternoon 
Benjamin Todd, formerly Deputy-Collector un- 
der Whiting, was on the inquisitorial rack. Fol- 
lowing are the main points of his testimony: 

Q. Do you know anything about the Cunuing- 
ham whisky! A. —It was stored in Hotchkiss’ ware- 


store. 

Q. Did you ever get any whisky there? A.—I 
did. Sometimes Knowies, the present Collector, 
was with me. I got it in two glass bottles once a 
week for three months. 

Q.— What did you do with it? A.—We took it 
to the Collector's office, and the clerks, Deputies, 
ud others connected with the office, drank it. 

Q.—Did you treat anybody’ A.—Yes; we kept 
a general bar, as an election fund for Mr. Whiting, 
wuo then was a candidate for Congress. We also 
got some of the whisky in atwo-gullon demijohn. 

Q.—Whom do you mean by we? A.— 
Knowles and myself. Knowles was the leader in 
the entervrise. 

q.—Was the whisky drank in the Collector's 
office? A.—Yes, except what we gave to Whit- 
ing's brother-in-law to make camphor spirits and 
putin mince pies. 

2. — Ho did you take it? A.—With an india 
ruboer syphon and a tin thief. 

Mr. Todd will be further examined to-morrow.
